The picture-in-picture television system of Strubbe (noting Figs. 1 and 2) comprises a 
main A/V means (main picture display MD as shown) that presents A/V programming, and an 
auxiliary A/V means (insert display PD) for presenting programming different from that made on 
the main display. A cyclic detection state (carried out by channel- up or channel-down scanning, 
noting remote 37 in Fig. 2) can be applied to the insert display to detect available programming, 
wherein a preparation for reading and starting programming in a receiving terminal 31 is 
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performed during the channel changing, the terminal receiving control information (col. 3 line 62 
- col. 4 line 3).
